NOTE: does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The proposed amendment to the claims 
moves dependent claim 7 from depending upon independent claim 10 to depending upon independent claim 1. Independent claims 10 and 
1 are not identical in scope and therefore the amendment changes the scope of claim 7 such that further search and consideration is 
required. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding applicant's argument that the prior art 
references do not teach the timing of the routing of the data signals to the gates of the switching transistors being dependent upon at least 
one input that is connected to a switching transistor through which the input may be routed to a pixel element, the examiner disagrees. 
The examiner cited the timing of the routing of the data signals being dependent upon input signal 51 . Murai teaches that signal 51 enables 
and disables the low power mode [0032]. Murai further teaches that when the low power mode is off, the two inputs 3 and 1012 to the pixel 
element are connected to the same electrical potential [0029], and the data signal on the horizontal scanning line 1 is switched from a low 
power signal (Fig. 4, #b) to a full-power signal (Fig. 3, #b). 

Therefore, there is a direct correlation between the state of the low power circuit, which is determined by input line 51, and the type of 
signals on the two input lines 3 and 1012, and horizontal scanning line 1, so the timing of the routing of the data signals to the gates of the 
switching transistors is dependent upon input line 51, the timing of which is directly correlated to the timing of at least one input that is 
connected to a switching transistor through which the input may be routed to a pixel element. . 
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
